Chicago will address the Bird and 
Tree Garden club this afternoon at 
3:15 in Norton Memorial hall on 
the topic, "Succession ot Seasons 
in Historic Hazelwood," and will 
show colored movies taken at Ha- 
zelwood, the beautiful 
Walgreen 


estate at Dixon, 111. 


Mrs. Walgreen, whose husband 


was founder of the Walgreen drug- 
store chain, is widely known foi 
her interest in horticulture and for 
her active service in the garden 
club field. 
She was fifty years 


old when she became intensely in- 
terested in gardening, and sixty 
when she began making colored 
pictures to preserve the beauty of 
flowers, shrubs and trees. 


She is said to be one of the best 


amateur 
color photographers in 


the United States and often spends 
two hours with her camera trained 
on one particular tlower or branch 
waiting for the sun tr strike at 
exactly the right angle. The re- 
sult is a perfection of detail which 
makes the pictures unlike any oth- 
f.r plant photographs. 


Hazelwood, which was bought 


by the Walgreen family about fif- 
teen years ago, has been described 
as "one of the most 
delightful 


spots in the Middle West." 
The 


house is a fine old historic struc- 
ture, which was built in 1S.'!7. and 
has numbered among its guests 
many of the famous and celebrat- 
ed, among them Lincoln, who was 
there in 3857. 


Overlooking the Rock river, it 


abounds in thousands of varieties 
of flowers and plants, and is a j 


mass of color from early spring to 
late It'll. Two of the original build- 
ings, well over one hundred years 
old. 
have remained from the ear- 


lier days. 
Tin- little log cabin is 


one of the houses where Lincoln 
stayed when lie was in northern 
Illinois during the BlaeklKUvk war 


It was Mrs. Walgreen's keen 


ambition to bring back to the acres 
at Hazelwood and especially to the 
river bank the native wild flowers 
that used to grow there. 
Now, 


practically all of the flowers and 
plants native to that part_ of the 
country can be found in abundance 
at Hazelwood, and the original ten 
bushels of daffodil bulbs that were 
planted have grown to some two 
million plants scattered through 
the woods and countryside.
